INDIAN WAREHOUSE SOON TO OPEN. 


Branch at Chicago to Be Ready for Rus 
ness About April 20, 
Wasninetros, D. Ci. Feb. 28,.—Secretary 
Smith has approved the report of expert 
Joseph T. Bender of the plan for 
supplying the Indian service for the next 
fiscal year. The report provides for general 
retrenchment in expenditures at both the Chi- 
cago and New York warehouses and arranges 
for opening the warehouse at Chicago about 
April 20, contingent on the opening of bids 
there before those opened in New York and 
for its continuance for a period not longer 
than eight months. A special agent of the 
Indian Bureau will be detailed to open bids 
award contracts at San Francisco for 
goods for the Pacific coast agencies, medical 
supplies heretofore purchdsed for St. Louis 
delivery will be required, to be delivered 
either in New York or Chicago, and the rate 
of pay of inspectors of ‘goods and sup- 
plies will be reduced from $10 to $8.a day. 
Secretary Smith has urged that the bids be 
opened at the earliest possibie date and that 
the purchasing, receiving, and shipping of 
goods be closed within a shorter period of 
time than has been done heretofore in order 
to keep the expenses of conducting the work 
within the lowest possible limit.

Ir is reported that some French scientific 


gentiemen have succeeded in sending a bal-

Noting 
this circumstance an exchange expresses grat- 
ification at the fact that now we know where 
cold waves come from when they do come,” 
but also it wants to know what keeps the 
great reservoir so high” if cold air sinks to 
the lowest level, as is stated in the school- 
books? The question is easily answered. The 
density of a mass of air decreases with a rise 
in ‘temperature, so that for equal heights 
above the sea level the colder of two air 
marses is the denser of the two, and the lower 
level is sought by it not on account of its 
diminished temperature but because of its in- 
creased density. The rule that the colder air 
seeks the lower level is not so comprehensive 
or direct a statement of the real truth as 
would be the assertion that the denser air 
seeks the lower level, that a rise in tempera- 
ture causes a given volume of air to expand, 
thereby decreasing its density, and that both 
density and temperature decrease with greater 
height above the level of land or sea, 


Szxator Mis rather got the better of Sen- 
ator Hill Wednesday. The latter said incau-

Of course he 
voted for Seymour and favored the national 
and State greenback planks. Therefore his 
present assertion that he has always been the 
inveterate and unrelenting enemy of green- 
backe will not pass muster. A man with 
Senator Hill’s devious record on the currency 
should not lay claim to consistency. — 


yo COMPROMISKS, BUT A VETO. 

The Council passed two boodle ordinances 
Monday night. The Mayor can either sign 
them, return them without his approval, but 
submitting amendments, the adeption of 
which will remove his objections, or he can 
veto them outright, If he desires to go out 
of office under the blackest of clouds he will 
do the first or second of these. If he desires 
to signalize the close of his term by an act 
which every respectable man will applaud 
him for, then he will do the last. 

Of the Aldermen at Monday’s meeting thir. 
ty-nine were for these two corrupt measures 
and twenty-two voted against them. There 
were seven absentees. To pass an ordinance 
over a veto takes forty-six votes. Not all the 
absen will vote to override a veto. There- 
tors on the face of the returns the Mayor is 
justified in assuming that a veto will be sr 
tained. It is possible, of course, that some of 
those who voted in the negative will go over 
to the other side when their votes are needed, 
but the Mayor has no right to assume that 
that will happen. He is not called on to make 
terms with. the organized banditti of the 
Council. He is not_obliged to surrender to 
thirty-nine men because they mney be able 
to enlist seven more. 

His duty is to veto uncondifionally. If 
there are any more friends of these ordi- 
nances in the background smoke them out 
and then mark them for slaughter a month 
‘or a year hence. But if he sends back these 
boodle measures with the information that if 
the Aldermen will dot a few more ‘‘i’s” and 
cross a few more “ t’s” and make provision 
for giving the city a few cents more a few 
years hence then the Mayor will show plainly 
where his sympathies are, It will be ap- 
parent that he wants to relieve the Aldermen 
whose votes are required to pass these meas- 
ures over a veto from the necessity of stand- 
ing up and being counted. 

On some occasions boodle Aldermen have 
passed vicious ordinances. They have made 
them unnecessarily bad solely in order to 
give some Mayor who at heart was with them 
a chance to free himself from manifest com- 
plicity. These Mayors have protested virtu- 


and have insisted sternly on the adoption of 
amendments. By preconcert those amend- 
ments, which did not sweeten in the least the 
nauseous mess, have been adopted, and vir- 
tuous Mayors and vicious Aldermen have 
shaken hands overa compromise they had 
arranged at the outset. There has been 


enough of this humbuggery. 


These two ordinances are bad because of 
the way in which they were passed as well as 
for other reasons, It makes no difference 
whether saints or sinners are behind them. 
The manner of their passage condemns them. 
If the most blameless of measures were 
passed and it was known that the Aldermen 
hed been bribed to vote for it, that would be 
abundant reason fora veto. Since what hap. 
pened Monday night is sufficient to convince 
every intelligent man, the Mayor included, 
that this gas ordinance and the electric light 
or telephone one were not put through out of 
love and affection for the city but from bad 
motives, itis his duty to veto them. If he 
fails to do that he admits that he was in the 
arrangement from the beginning.

POSTMASTER-GENEZERAL BISSELL’S RES- 
| IGNATION. 

The resignation of Postmaster-General Bie- 
sell is very opportune, for it gives President 
Cleveland an opportunity to provide for Con- 
gressman Wilson, whom he feels it a duty to 
look after. 


Nothing will suit him better than to step from 
a position paying $5,000 a year into one pay- 
ing $8,000 a year and lasting until March, 
1897. He might have preferrea the perma- 
nency of a judicial position, but he is not suit- 
ed for the bench, and it is doubtful if Mr. 
Cleveland would have appointed him. 

While the President is glad to provide for 
Mr. Wilson he ie undoubtedly sorry to lost 
Mr. Biasell, an old personal friend whom he 
likes and trusts. The reason assigned by the 
Postmaster-General for leaving office is un- 
doubtedly the correct one. He ges his val- 
uable law business slipping away from him 
and fancies it may disappear altegether in 
two years more. As there is no special glory 
to be gained in the Postoffice Department h 
does not see way he should sacrifice his fut- 
ure, 

Mr. Bissell has been a fairly good executive 
officer. He is not a spoils politiclan and has 
been in favor of putting the Postmasters of 
the country under civil service rules and tak- 
ing many thousands of offices out of politics. 
That has not made him popular with those 
Democrats who think the victors should have 
the spoils, but it has added to the good opin- 
ion of him entertained by thdse who are not 
politicians. 

This is the first change in Mr. Cleveland’s 
Cabinet. It seems to be very hard for a Pres- 
ident to retain the services of the same set of 
men during his term. Pierce was the only 
one who succeeded therein. There were two 
changes during Mr. Cleveland’s first term, 
and it is not impossible that Mr. Bissell's de- 
parture may be followed by that of another 
Cabinet officer. 


THE MAYOR'S BILL. 

There seems to be a difference of opinion 
about the bill extending the Mayor’s term to 
four years and making him ineligible for im- 
mediate reélection, There is no objection to 
the last provision, whith is the ersential one, 
but there is to the first, 

Some of the Demecratic members from 
this city cppose it, possibly because if the bill 
were passed this month with the emergency 
clause attached the Mayor to be elected next 
month, who will be a Republican, would hold 
office till 1899. Some of the country mem- 
bers oppose it for a different reason. They 
say that the voters of their small cities are 
satisfied with the present two-year term. 
Others say that there are places where the 
great issue is license and no license, now one 
side winning and now the other. One side 


| would not like to run the risk of a license 


Mayor for four years or the other of a no- 
license one. These are objections which are 
not unreasonable, 

Therefore the bill was amended yesterday 
80 as to meet the wishes of the country mem- 
bers. As it stands now it applies uly to 
cities of more than 60,000 people—that is, to 
Chicago alone. At present the other cities 
will continue to have two-year Mayors who 
can be their own successors. The point was 
made thata classification of cities for such a 
purpose would be unconstitutional. but there 
is- no reason to believe that the Supreme 
Court would so hold. Laws with similar pro- 
visions have been sustained, 

It would have been better if the limit had 
been lower, so as to take in at this time Peoria 
and some of the other cities of the State. For 
they will discover soon, if they have not al- 
ready, that the reéligibility of Mayors is a 
cause of municipal evils. But they preferred 
to have it otherwise. 

The bill ought to get through both House 
and Senate without difficulty in time for the 
spring election, It is understood that the 
Governor has said he is in favor of the prin- 
ciple of the bill, so he is not 2 88 to inter- 
pose a veto. 
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FOR LOANS TO THE POOR, 

Senator Salomon of this county has intro- 
duced a bill at Springfield to ameliorate the 
hard features of the chattel mortgage and 
loaning business as now practiced in Illinois. 
The bill was drawn up by the Chicago Bureau 
of Justice, and provides for the incorporation 
of loaning associations similar to those now 
existing in New York and Boston. The asso- 
ciations must have a capital of not less than 
$25,000 paid up in cash before the license 
is granted, are not to have any banking 
power, and shall not receive deposits of money 
or negotiable sechrities, nor lend money on 
commercial paper, notes,, checks, drafts, or 
other negotiable éommercial instruments. 

Any corporation formed under this act may 
lend money not th exceed $500 in each case 
and fora time nipt exceeding one year on 
¢hattel mortgag@s or on personal property 
pledged as security for the loan. The rate of 
interest must mot exceed 2 per cent per 
month in any cage, and on chattel mortgages 
the charge is not to exceed 7 per cent per an- 
num under penalty of forfeiture of the prop- 
erty by the corporation. If not redeemea 
within the time agreed upon the property 


may de sold and the surplus, after paying 


costs and amount due, isto be paid to the 
mortgagor or his legal representative at any 
time it may be demanded within the next two 
years. If not so demanded such surplus is to 
be paid ‘over te incorporated asylums or 
other incorporated institutions for the care of 
children, under terms named in the act. 
Loans may be renewed; but not for a longer 
time than one year, A director not a stock- 
holder or employé, to hold office for two 
years, is to be appointed by the Governor of 
the State, and another by the Mayor of the 
city in which thejmain office of the corpora- 
tion is situated. ‘These directors are to have 
the same power as other directors of the cor. 
poration and be paid $3 for each meeting at- 
tended by them. The act provides that full 
annual reports shall be made to the Governor 
of the State. 

There is great need for some such reform 
as is aimed at it by those who are moving for

tal to spare cannot do a better thing for the 
relief of human pecuniary distress than to 
invest some of it in one of the institutions 
authorized to do business under the act. 


SOME REFLECTIONS ON EQUAL RIGHTS. 

It is evident that the New Woman is pre- 
paring trouble for the immediate future, 
Isolated cases are cropping out where extrav- 
agant demands are made upon the male sex, 
showing that already the weaker vessel is dis- 
counting the time when she will enter her 
kingdom and pessess equal rights. Thess 
cares may or may not be straws showing 
which way the wind is blowing, bat in any 
event it will-be pradent for men to fortify 
themselves witha view toa stern resistance 
against the assaults which may be made upon 
them by unreasonable and unimaginative 
women, or they will be lost. 

L. case in point is that of John W. Fierro, a 
wealthy Cincinnati artist, who has fled to the 
courts for relief, Mrs, Fierro had preceded 
him in a suit for separation upon the grounds 
of negiect. Mr. Fierro’s cross bill explains 
the alleged neglect. It appears from his aver. 
ment that Mrs. Fierro is one of the advance 
guard in the woman’s rights movement. As 
the outcome of her club work and private 
study she has arrived at the conclusion that 
she must be supported in absolute idleness. The 
way in which she reaches this conclusion is that 
she must have the same rights as Mr, Fierro, 
and as Mr. Fierro has no domestic duties of 
any kind to perform she must have none, 
in order to be on terms of abso- 
lute equality with him, She has carried 
out her dovtrine by sitting down and dome 
nothing, with what results to household ad. 
ministration may well be imagined. Her 
husband, poor devil, meanwhile has gone to 
the courts to ascertain just what his rights 
are in the premises. It is possible, however, 
that Mr. Fierro might have urranged a 
modus vivendi without going into the courts 
at all. The New Woman assumes that mar- 
riage is a copartnership in which both part- 
ners have equal rights. There must be the 
same sauce for the goose and the gander. 
There is no question of meum and tuum in- 
volved. If the new movement means inde- 


pendence of the man then it must in the nat- 


ure of this absolutely equal partnership 
imply similar independence of the woman—a 
sort of continuous coanubial Fourth of July, 
in fact. Mr. Fierro should have planted him- 
self squarely upon this fundamental doctrine 
of equal rights as between the sexes. When 
Mrs. Fierro proclaimed her intention to sit 
down and do nothing Mr. Fierro, first leck- 
ing up the treasury vaults, should aiso have 
proclaimed his intention to sit down and do 
péthing and make it a test of physical en- 
durance which would sit the longest. When 
she abandoned the broom and skillet he 
should have abandoned easel and palette. 
This might have involved many annoyances 
and discomforts, but it would have been a 
contest for a great principle. It would have 
been an idea! illustration of absolute equality. 
It would have been a community of interests 
in which one would have had just as good a 
show as the other. The tyrant would have 
had no reason to complain of the weaker ves. 
sel and the vessel would have been mute in 
the presence of the tyrant, having no more 
rights than herself, If then they had gone 
into the courts they would have gone on the 
sanig footing. The decision could hardly 
have been otherwise than remain as you 
are. It js also asserted by Mr. Fierro that 
his wife entertains spirits and mediums. He 
can do the same. He has just as much right 
to spooks as she. 

Another significant indication of what may 
happen when the New Woman enters her 
kingdom comes from Homer, III., where Mr. 
G. A. Hopkins, schoolmaster, has brought 
suit for damages against Mrs. Henry Skinner, 
late Miss Charlotte J. Spencer, placing the 
sum at $10,000 for trifiling with his effec. 
tions. It is not likely the schoolmaster will 
get ten cents from the jury. He is only one 
of the pioneers in this business, and pioneers 
always are martyrs for their cause. As juries 
are at present constituted their sympathies 
are always with the woman in the case, espe- 
cially if she be a pretty young woman or a 
fascinating widow. The woman who brings 
suit for a breach of promise always gets 
swinging damages, though her heart may be 
calloused with love’s encounters past all dan- 
ger of injury. The man, on the other hand, 
who brings suit of this mature is invariably 
laughed out of court. The Homer school- 
master will be no exception to the rule. The 
most that he can expect from the jury is one 
cent damages, and meanwhile he will be out 
to the extent of his attorney's fees. His only 
consolation must be found in the thought that 
he isa pioneer, and tit he is preparing the 
way for that time when rights, having been 
made absolutely equal as between man and 
woman, the former can come into court on 
an equal footing in the matter of cardiac 
damages. When all rights are equal the 
promise will be equally binding. If the 
present carelessness of lovely woman in keep- 
ing these promises continues it is absolutely 
certain that the courts will be filled with men 
seeking financial compensation for damages 
sustained at the hands of women. Perhaps 
the New Woman has not carefully considered 
this possible outcome of the possession of 
equal rights. 


FARMERS’ INSTITUTES IN ILLINOIS, 

A bill introduced by Mr. Aspinwall in the 
Illinois Seriate Feb. 14 provides for the mak- 
ing of apprépriations for the holding of farm- 
ers’ institutes for educational purposes, and 
for developing the agricultural resources of 
the State, The Board of Trustees of the Uni 
versity of Illinois is to be authorized to hold 
institutes for the instruction of citizens of this 
State in the various branches of agriculture, 
and so far as practicable one such institute is 
to be held in each county, the course of in- 
struction at these institutes to be so arranged 
as to present to those in attendance the most 
recent investigations in scientific and prac- 
‘tical agriculture. The sum of $6,000 is to 
be appropriated for each of the two ensuing 
years, and the trustees are to be required to 
file with the Auditor of Public Accounts a de- 
tailed statement of the expense« incurred, 
The- object sought to be accomplished 16 
good one, but it may be open to question if 
the amount named ig large enough to reach 
satisfactory results in so extensive a State as

As the outcome of the recent kidnaping of 
young Reinhart, President of the freshman 
class, rod other members of that class at the 
State University at Champaigu, III., nine 
sophomores have been disciplined by the fac- 
ulty by suspension for the rest of the college 
year. The circumstances of the kiduapmg 
must be fresh in the memory of the reader. 
It was an attempt on the part of these sopho- 


banquet by carrying off the President of the 
class and some of his associates, pummeling 
them, binding them, and detaining them over- 
night in a distant and cold farmhouse. 

Most of those who were thus kidnaped 


having the purpose to bide their time and 
when they in turn become sophemores wreak 
their vengeance upon other freshmen—a most 
unmanly way of seeking retaliation. It would 
be much more to the purpose if those who 
were, kidnaped would seek out those who 
kidnaped them and teach them a lesson 
they would long remember than to waita 
year and revenge themselves upon a batch of 
unoffending fellows. Dr. Draper, President 


was nothing funny about it, that it was a poor 
excuse for a joke, and that stadents at the 
university must learn to draw 4 line between 
a joke and a crime. Acting upon this assump- 
tion he is right also in suspend ing those who 
were guilty of the disgraceful occurrence. 
Discipline must be maintained. 

It may not be out of order for Mrs. Veen

It is 
highiy probable these two excellent women 
could make the students understand this, and 
possibly make those who have engaged in va- 
gentlemanly conduct ashamed of themselves, 
If moral suasion did not accomplish this, then 
Tun Trrsunz would indorse any action of the 
trustees looking to physical suasion and the 
investment of the two woman trustees with 
paramount authority to enforce discipline, 
even to the radical extent of rattanning or 


spanking. 


Tun House Committee on Roads and 
Bridges has made an adverse report on the" 
bill to provide for the creation, construction, 
and maintenance of a system of hard roads 
in counties of this State adopting the same. 
Practically the House concurred in the re- 
port, the bill being tabled. The farmers in 
the House were generally opposed to the 
measure, the idea prevailing that the bill was 
solely for the bonefit of the riders of bicycles, 
and that this was not sufficient inducement 
to farmers to incur the heavy expense of 
building the roads. Possibly the objectors to 
road improvement fancied the proposed 
change would encourage a big increase in the 
number of peddlers who.now make life a 
burden to housewives in the country, as many 
could mount a bicycle who are unable to 
stand the expense of a horse and buggy. i 
the sons and daughters of the farmers 
would take kindly to the bicycles if their 
parents did not, the result being a great deal 
more of comfort to the rising generation in 
the rural districts and undoubtedly less 
anxiety to leave those regions for residence 
in the cities. One would think this consider- 
ation alone ought to have been enough to 
turn thé vote the other way, apart from the 
vastly better market facilities which good 
country roads would give to the farmer. So 


it must be concluded that the opposition to 


good roads was not well advised. Perhaps a 
few years hence the farmers will view the 
matter in a different light. 


A parser published in New York City notes 
the expected arrival at that port of a vessel 
bringing a cargo of -wheat that has come 
around Cape Horn. This is said to be the 
first cargo of wheat. that has passed around 
the Horn in thirty years, or since the trans- 
cortinental railroads monopolized the trade. 
The ship left Portland, Ure., Oct. 4, with a 
part cargo and towed down to Astoria, ninety 
miles along the Columbia River, to finish 
| loading. The movement is explained to be

Murweapotis, Minn., Feb. 28.—The end of 
the long drawn-out Hayward murder trial is 
in sight, The defense concluded its case to.

The 
addresses to the jury will consume from two 
to three days and the charge a part of another 
day. So that the case will probably gb to the 
jury Thursday of next week. This is sixth 
week of the trial. 

For the last two weeks Frank M. Nye, the 
Prosecuting Attorney, has been ailing with 
an attack of the grip and today he was obliged 
to give up during the noon hour and go to hie 
home, where he took to his bed. For this 
reason the State did not put in its best re- 
buttal today. Mr. Nye, it is thought, will be 
able to be on handin the morning, and if he 
is the State will conclude its rebuttal during 
the day. 

Now that the defense is all in the statement 
of Mr. Nye early in the case that Mr. Erwin 
would rely on a reasonable doubt seems ver- 
ified.

NEW ARTESIAN WELL IN GRACELAND. 


To Bore 2,000 Feet for a Cemetery’s Water 
Supply. 

In the extreme northeastern part of Grace- 
land Cemetery an artesian well is being 
drilled for the exclusive use of the 
cometery. They have as yet oaly 
reached a depth of ninety feet and expect to 
strike bedrock about ten feet lower. The well 
is to be 2,000 feet deep, and, barring acci- 
dents, they expect to complete it in about two 
months and a half. Although there is a great 
difference in the progress made, depending 
upon the substance through which they are 
drilling, they make on an average fifteen feet 
a day. The work now, on account of the clay 
stickmg to the drill, is much slower than it 
will be after bed rock is reached. This 
cemetery has long lacked a water supply. and 
this will greatly lessen its expenses by doing 
away with its water taxes.

looking household utensil is certainly fairer 


to look upon than the flushéd-faced cook of 
the iron range and would clearly refute the 
satirical assertion of the fastidious Engtish- 
man who declared, An American always 
has a cooked wife for dinner.” 

Certainly from an artistic standpoint the 
demonstration lesson in chafing dish cookery, 
given at Armour Institute yesterday alter- 
noon by Miss Isabel D. Bullard, was an in- 
teresting study. At the end of the long table 
sat the instructor in white cap und buffs. 

Immediately in front was pluced a perfect 
love of a chating -dish’’—to use the 
phraseology of enthusiastic femininity. 

The table itself was adorned with shim- 
mering silver and quaint blue and white 
china, at the service of the class of 
student housekeepers when they wanted to 
know if a dish tasted us good as it looked— 
and they wanted to know frequently. Around 
the festal board wus grouped a circle of in- 
terested faces of housewives, present and 
prospective, who took copious notes as 
the demoustrations proceeded. 

So much for the pretty picture. As to the 
menu it consisted of three courses. We will 
begin! by making kidneys A la terrapin,“ be- 
gan Miss Bullard. ‘The cream sauce should 
be made first, by melting a tablespoonful of 
butter and adding the same amount of flour 
aud one cup of milk. Une hard-boiled egg 
chopped fine, a wine-glass of sherry, a pinch 
of pepper and salt are the other condiments. 
Six lambs kidneys, having been previously 
cooked and chopped, are added to the sauce. 
In fact, one may use any other kind of meat, 
chicken and beef being preferable.” This 
gustronomio mixture, with its appetizing 
aroma, was then. poured over small squares 
of delicately browned toast, sampled. by the 
elass, and pronounced delicioua. 

Animated converse added seagoning to the 
kidneys à la terrapin, and the talk tarned on 
the question of the use of wine in cooking. 
Miss Bullard declared that on general prine)- 
ples she does not approve of the use of spirits 
in cookery. A bright-eyed little woman was 
of the emphatic opinion that if wives were 
better cooks husbands would not go to the sa- 
loon. I think it is a solution of the temper- 
ance problem, she concluded. The consen- 
sus of opinion was that wine might properly 
be used as a flavoring. 

Women always want to know ways of 
warming over meats,” continued Miss Bul- 
lard. ‘And the secret of recooking meats is 
to cook tnem quickly. Now. I shall show you 
how to transform bits of cold roast beef into 
a delicate dish by the use of tomato sauce.’ 
This was modus operandi: A tabie- 
spoonful of butter melted in the saucepan, an 
equal portion of chopped onion, which mix- 
ture is cooked until of a golden brown color. 
A tablespoonful of flour, a cup of strained 
tematoes, one-half cup of soup stock are 
added, together with the seasonimg—a ten- 
spoonful of Worcester sauce and the same 
amount of French mustard. Bitsof rare 
roast beef—or macaroni, if one prefers—are 
dropped into the sauce and one hasa dish fit 
fora King 

The last viand to be made was a tempting 
dessert, compote of bananas. ‘tA compote 
means fruit cooked in sirup,“ explained the 
instructor. This sirup is made by mixing 
a cupof water to a cup of sugar and adding 
the rind of half a lemon, six cloves, and au 
inch of stick cinnamon. Cook ten minutes 
and then drop into this sirup six bananas cut 
into four parts. The fruit, as you see, be- 
comes transparent. Finally, add a glass ot 
wine and the juice of half a, lemon. The 
fruit is placed on a dish, covered with the 
half-jellied sirup, and served with whipped 
cream flavored with sugar, sherry, and 
lemon.

As each 
held but a portion of truth, the whole truth 
cou'd not grow into rounded completeness 
until each truth bearer joined hers unto that 
of others. 

The chief good, indeed, it even may be sald 
the only good, of the Woman’s Council is the 
opportunity it affords of bringing these di- 
verse women into temporary unity. For the 
first time in human experience the mothers 
of the race have a chance to learn tolerance 
practically by standing face to face, asking 
toleration for their own views, to be repaid 
in just toleration towards others. The result 
of this present council in Washington gives 
ons new hope of the inherent good and good 
sense in human nature. Here we behold 
women of the most widely sundered beliefs 
met to discuss the most burning questions of 
life, and not a ripple of bigotry has marred 
the cordial agreement with which they have 
agreed to disagree when they could not learn 

each other.

Wasnineton, D. C., Feb. 28.—Complaint 
against the present system, of divorce laws 
was the burden of today’s sessions of the Na- 
tionai Council of Women. The discussion 
was led »y the official report of the Committee 
on Divorce Reform, read by Chairman Bat- 
telle Dietrick of Massuchuset‘s. It embodied 
responses received froma number of State 
Governors, who were asked to call the atten- 
tion of the Legislatures to the status of the 
divorce laws and to appoint a committee to 
consist of an equal number of men and women 
to consider the matter. The question, the re- 
port said, was one vitally concerning the hap- 
piness and welfare of 70,000,000 people, of 
whom half are of the female sex, and added: 


Woman’s Opinion Not Reg: rded, 


Women should thoughtfully consider the 
significance of the fact that thirty-one of 
masculine servants of the people made no re- 
sponse to this just request of representative 
women. Only two, Greenhaige of Massachu- 
setts and Brown of Rhode Island, ‘promised to 
do all in their power to carry out the request. 
The Governor of South Carolina wrote that 
his State had no divorce laws and its people 
were better satisfied than their neighbors 
whose States permit divorce.‘ report 
said the fact that twenty-three States have ap- 
pointed bodies of men to tinker with divorce 
laws without appointmg any women, ought to 
show women in what estimation the mon of 
the United States hold their opinions. The 
officials serving the interests of the United 
States cherish frank contempt for: woman’s 
opinions and wishes was the conclusion ex- 
preased in the report. 

The open discussion was led by Miss Susan 
B. Anthony. who contended that nine-tenths 
of the divorce-seekers are women who have 
been treated brutally. She was followed by 
Miss Kate Field, who urged that in the begin- 
nimg marriage should. be made more difficult. 
She urged that woman insist on nationa! mar- 
| riage laws. Education of boys and girls for 
2 — fatherhood and motherhood was 

ed by Miss Ida C. Hulton of Moline. III. 
Rev. Anna H. Shaw of Philadelphia 
spoke for the equal voice of women in de- 
claring the grounds of divorce, the abolition 
of the idea of a large bank account as a mar- 
riage qualification, and a change in what she 
called the present system of buying and sell- 
women in marriage. 

sabella Charles Davis of New York ad- 
vocated a universal marriage law and Mrs, 
May Wright Sewall, President of the council, 
contended that while women were many times 
victims of brutality, the petty cruelties prac- 
ticed by women unfortunately were fre- 
quent, 

Kate Brownlee Sherwood of this city and 
Mrs. Ella B. Dietrich of Massachusetis vigor- 
ously protested against the exclusive control 
by men in the codification of divorce. laws,
